SNOW STORMS HINDER 


BRITISH OPERATIONS 


THOUGH SLIGHT PROGRESS IS 


REPORTED FROM LONDON 


A -violent snow storm has served 


for the moment to hold in leash the 
British forces which, since early Sun- 
day morning had been hammering the 
Germans hard along the Arias-Lens 
front. Low Ijlng clouds and tho thick- 
ly falling snow greatly impeded the 
movements of the troops. 


In the early hours of the morning 


the village and heights of Monchy-le- 
Preux, east of Arras, fell 
into 
the 


hands of the British and were held 
despite two counter attacks delivered 
b> tho Germans, according to London. 
To the north of this position Berlin 
reports the repulse -with heavy casu-
